How Ihe Powerful Calliope Steamed

The only other man-of-war in the 


harbor was the IJriush corvette Cal- 
liope, which arrived here in February 
and relieved tbe Royalist. Her

The force 


equaled in this part of the world bc-fo -e. 
The barometer bnd been falling ste: d- 
ily for several days previous to 'he 
storru. The wind commenced to blow 
Friday afternoon, March loth, and con- 
tinued until 
Sunday morning. Tbe 


rain fell in torrents during the wh >le 
time and great clouds of saud s*s<-pt 
over the town. 


Hundreds of people stood on :hc 


open sea and forced them back against 
it.
